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PUBLIC SERVICE DO'S AND DON'Ts

It is time for all of us to 
start thinking about Public Service 
events. Here are a few items you 
should keep in mind. 

Do have enough batteries to work 
your full shift if you will be on a 
HT, and if possible, also be able to 
run off a car battery via the cigar- 
ette lighter, etc. 

Don't get conned into doing any- 
thing that will take you away from 
the radio. Someone must put up the 
tables but that someone is not you. 
You are there to send and receive! 

Do bring along anything that may 
make things more comfortable. Sun 
Screen, water, a hat, a chair, all 
can make you a better operator. Just 
don't drag along so much stuff that 
you can't move. 

Don't forget to bring any 
material that you were sent. It will 
come in handy when everything else is 
all messed up. (Put it on a clip 
board so that you will have a place 
to write notes and messages. ) 

Do operate in the manner set 
down by the net control. This will 
be a bit different on every event. 
However, net control is the boss and 
you always do what the boss wants? 

Don't correct other event opera- 
tors unless you are in control of the 
net. If you are on a repeater and 
someone wants to use the repeater, 
explain what you are doing and then 
let him in for a short contact. The 
net control should do this unless he 
is not on frequency at the time. In 
any event be polite and cooperative 
as much as possible. 

Do keep messages as short as 
possible. This is not usually a 
problem until you are having non-hams 
talk. Some people tend to talk for- 
ever if no one stops them. (Remember 
you have to ID every 10 minutes and 
repeaters time out.) If you think the 
person is apt to over-talk, you con- 
trol the switch. 


Don't think of an event as a QSO 
rather as an emergency = § ody Oh OB a 
Practice your skills at getting 
messages through correctly and 
guickly. After all, the most 
important reason that we are there 
is to handle emergency tvaffic if 
something does go wrong. 

Do have fun. Most of the time 
you will not be doing anything so you 
can chat with people, look at the 
view, and just have a good time out- 
doors. Just remember not to get too 
far from your speaker.

ANOTHER OPINION ON THE 440 


The time for closed repeaters 
has ended. There was a time when the 
expense and effort involved may have 
justified permitting a closed re- 


peater. This is no longer true for |, 


any band below 2 GHz. 

The repeater owners say "we put 
the equipment up there, we should 
control who uses it. No one should 
get a free ride." 

As a control operator I expect 
them to have control over their 
machine. The FCC expects them to 
control their machine. However, 
there is one more important fact, 
_.THEY DO NOT OWN THE FREQUENCY.. 
They may have sanction from the 
frequency coordinator to operate on 
that frequency, but THE FREQUENCY 
ITSELF BELONGS TO ALL AMATEURS. 

With the influx of newcomers 
from the codeless licensing, we 
. cannot afford to waste the spectrum 
occupied by closed repeaters. They 
are part of the past of Ham radio. 
The frequencies need to be open to 
all Hams. Southern California having 
only 21 open repeaters on 7Ocm can 
only be called shameful. 

My plan for opening the freq- 
uencies is simple. Either a repeater 
is open or it is uncoordinated. I am 
sure that someone will be willing to 
put up an open repeater in place of 
a closed repeater. 

It is time to let the frequency 
coordinators know that the frequen- 
cies belong to all of us, not just 
the repeater owners.

MIR PACKET OPERATION TO BEGIN 
FEBRUARY 1, 199% 


tTnformation received from RK3KP 
indicates that Musa, U2MIR, will be- 
gin regular packet experiments from 
the MIR space station on oF about 
February 1. A complete packet station 
was delivered to Musa during January 
and he has been heard and worked, 
testing it on 145.550 simplex over 
the USA. 

In Musa's first QSO's it appear 
ed to be using both U2MIR and U2MIR- 
1. The U2MIR-1 was used for a packet 
BBS which, when monitored over North 
America on January 21, already had 20 
messages which had been uploaded from 
various stations on the ground. Sev- 
eral stations were observed digipeat- 
ing thru U2MIR-1 also. 

Severe QRM problems were evident 
over North America causing retries 
and "busy" disconnects even though 
few stations had learned of the 
experimental operation, but things 
went much more smoothly over the 
Southern hemisphere !! 

Details of frequencies and 
operating patterns to be used when 
regular operation begins are not yet 
available. 

IT IS IMPORTANT TO LISTEN FOR 
MUSA BEFORE TRANSMITTING. Musa con~ 
tinues to be active on Voice usin 
145.550 as the primary frequency. YOU 
MUST CHECK TO SEE WHICH MODE (VOICE 
OR PACKET) MUSA IS ON PRIOR TO 
TRANSMITTING. 

At this point he has only one 
transmitter on-line, making it im- 
possible to be on both modes simul- 
taneously. If you hear packets on 
145.550 check to see they are coming 
from U2MIR and not a ground station. 
There have been instances where Musa 
has been on Voice but stations were 
sending CONNECT packets. 

It is up to us to see that we 
make the Amateur Radio operation 
aboard MIR a Positive experience.
